With Halifax regional coun¬ 
cil’s approval of the conven¬ 


tion-centre deal, it appears 
Joe Ramia’s Nova Centre will 
proceed. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay, Premier Darrell Dex¬ 
ter, Mayor Peter Kelly and 
Ramia are scheduled to appear 
at an event at Neptune Theatre 
on Thursday at 10:30 a.m. 

Dexter’s press secretary, 
Jennifer Stewart, refused com¬ 
ment on the announcement 
Tuesday night. Ramia could 
not be reached. But there is lit¬ 
tle doubt the event means the 



proposed $500 milhon Nova 
Centre will become a reality. 

The project passed the 
latest — and potentially last 
— hurdle Tuesday afternoon, 
when Hahfax regional council 
voted 19-5 to approve a memo¬ 
randum of agreement with the 
province. 

The deal means HRM will 
spend approximately $150 
million over 25 years on the 
convention centre, one part 
of Ramia’s proposed develop¬ 
ment that also includes a ho¬ 


tel, office tower, retail shops 
and restaurant space. 

The decision to move ahead 
with the convention centre 
wasn’t without controversy 
Mayor Peter Kelly attempted 
to hmit the discussion at a 
council meeting Tuesday to 
the actual deal, which proved 
to be a futile effort as council¬ 
lors continued to question the 
merits of a project they signed 
on to in 2010. 

“Questions remain on the 
whole financial picture and

the risk to HRM, both to us as 
an entity and to the taxpayers 
on moving forward on this pro¬ 
ject,” said Coun. Debbie Hum. 

“(The) decision has been 
made by council and by the 


province,” Kelly answered. 

“Council has made a deci¬ 
sion, you have to respect rules 
and the decision of this coun¬ 
cil.” 

After the ensuing shouting 
match, councillors brought 
forward concerns about shar¬ 
ing responsibihty for any oper¬ 
ating deficits for the facility 
50/50 with the province. 

“There’s unlimited risk. 
Whatever the deficit is, we 
take 50 per cent,” said Coun. 
Reg Rankin.

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Feds ink $93M contract 
for navy shipbuilding

The federal shipbuilding pro¬ 
gram is off to the races, but it 
looks hke more of a crawl than 
a sprint. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay was in town on Tues¬ 
day to annoimce the signing 
of a $9.3-milhon prehminaiy 
contract with Irving Shipbuild¬ 
ing Ltd. 

This will allow the com¬ 
pany to review existing Arctic 
Offshore Patrol Ships (AOPS) 
and plan their next execution 
phase. 

“The starting gun has gone 
off. This is part of an incremen¬ 
tal process that will continue,” 
MacKay said about the first of 
many contracts to come under 
the National Shipbuilding Pro¬ 
curement Strategy (NSPS). 

MacKay said while the pa¬ 
trol ship contract is but a frac¬ 
tion of the $2 5-billion prom¬ 
ised to Irving by the federal 
government in shipbuilding

Steven Staples, president 
of the Rideau Institute, 
said the federal govern¬ 
ment should be focused on 
replacing the navy’s aging 
frigates and supply ships 
before building the Arctic 
offshore-patrol vessels. 

“These should be the 
priority for the naval 
replacement, not building 
these Arctic patrol vessels 
that are really just still 
on the drawing boards,” 
Staples said in an inter¬ 
view from Vancouver, 

“These are the wrong 
ships at the wrong time.”

work, he said it is significant as 
one of the first achievements 
of the strategy. 

“It heralds the creation of 
countless good-pa 5 dng, long¬ 
term jobs that will be here for 
years to come.” 

However, there will be 
no new jobs created quite 
yet. There is already a team 
of 30 staff ready to begin 
the reviewing process in the 
contract, said Steve Durrell, 
president of Irving Shipbuild¬ 


ing. 

MacKay said there is no 
timeline set yet for the defin¬ 
ition contract of Arctic patrol 
ships, which would allow con¬ 
struction to begin, and could 
give no idea of what the rest 
of the procurement strategy 
holds for the city. 

“It’s a process. It’s a long 
road when you’re talking 
about this number of vessels 


over 30 years,” MacKay said 
about the federal defence plan. 

The shipbuilding work was 
assigned late last year, and de¬ 
lays in signing any contracts 
have some worried that Irving 
would end up with less work 
than promised. 

However, MacKay re¬ 
affirmed the $33-billion set 
aside for NSPS has not been 
changed.

MacKay candid about delay of Sikorsky helicopters 


The federal government is 
waiting even longer for its 
fleet of long-promised Sikor¬ 
sky naval helicopters, and De¬ 
fence Minister Peter MacKay 
is miffed about it. 

“There is no small amount 
of frustration,” MacKay said 
in Halifax Tuesday about the 
$ 5-billion contract for the CH- 
148 Cyclones, drafted back in 
2004. 

The deal has received a lot 


of criticism — from the fed¬ 
eral auditor general among 
others — for missed contract 
deadlines and increasing 
costs. The first helicopter was 
supposed to be ready four 
years ago. 

“Timelines weren’t met, 
timelines were broken,” 
MacKay said following a press 
conference at the Halifax 
Shipyard. 

Right now there are two 


Cyclone helicopters in Shear¬ 
water that function but don’t 
have all the necessary equip¬ 
ment for the government to 
claim them. 

“We’re negotiating hard,” 
MacKay said about dealings 
with the Sikorsky company. 
“We have an expectation they 
will meet their contractual 
obligations, and, if not, there 
will be consequences. There 
are financial consequences.” 


The Conservatives inher¬ 
ited the deal from the Liber¬ 
als under former prime min¬ 
ister Paul Martin. MacKay 
said the plan is an example 
of how procurement can go 
“badly wrong.” 

“This is the worst procure¬ 
ment in the history of Can¬ 
ada,” said MacKay, adding 
that there is still no date for 
when the first helicopter will 
be ready haley ryan/for metro

Metro Transit director Eddie 
Robar says that automated 
stop annunciation will be in¬ 
cluded in his organization’s 
budget for 2013. 

Speaking at a Halifax 
regional council meeting 
Tuesday, Robar said the funds 
for installing the voice that 
indicates the next stop on the 
line will be included in next 
year’s budget. 

After the meeting, Robar 
said including the new tech¬ 
nology will be easier now that 
all Metro Transit buses are 
equipped with a GPS tracker. 

“It gives us the ability to 
build on the technology that 
we have. Our fare boxes ... 
are capable of accepting the 
software that is the catalyst 
to kind of get all this informa¬ 
tion out. So we’re equipped, 
we just kind of need to make 
our boxes live.” 

Automated stop annun¬ 
ciation was not included in 
Metro Transit’s Universal Ac¬ 
cessibility Plan, delivered to 
council on Tuesday. That drew 
the ire of Coun. Jerry Blumen- 
thal — who has repeatedly 
lobbied to make transit more 
accessible in recent years. 

“Where’s the timeline on 
annunciation?” Blumenthal 
asked during the meeting. 
“Since 1994, nothing has

ever changed for ... (visually) 
impaired people (except) for 
what’s being done at the feriy 
terminal.” 

Robar said he was also con¬ 
cerned the lack of audio cues 
leaves Metro Transit open to a 
possible lawsuit. 

“Any time you’re dealing 
with something like this, and 
you know the rulings that 
are commonplace in other 
areas, your radar goes up im¬ 
mediately,” Robar said. “Our 
radars are up, we’re obviously 
in tune about what’s going on 
across the country ... so we 
definitely prioritize that ser¬ 
vice to ensure we’re compli¬ 
ant with human-rights legisla¬ 
tion.”

For those looking to buy or 
sell homes in HRM, now is a 
great time to do it, analysts 
say. 

With bright employment 
prospects and low interest 
rates driving up housing 
prices, the market continues 
a steady rise, an increase of 
more than five per cent from 
the second quarter in 2011. 


That increase is also 
slightly above the national 
average, according to the 
Royal LePage House Price 
Survey and Market Survey 
Forecast report issued on 
Tuesday. 

“We have a very healthy 
market right now in Hali¬ 
fax,” said Royal LePage Atlan¬ 
tic broker Matt Honsberger. 
“People are more confident 
about the area.” 

Investors and homebuy- 
ers have started eyeing 
progress in HRM, particular¬ 
ly developments in the Hali¬ 
fax shipbuilding deal, and 
new condo developments in 
the area have helped boost 
prices, Honsberger added. 

Most of the housing activ¬ 
ity has been in HRM’s city 
core, the report said, which

Honsberger attributed to the 
desire to live close to work 
and city amenities. Rural and 
suburban properties, he said, 
have not shown above-aver¬ 
age growth. 

The report cautions, how¬ 


ever, that new federal regula¬ 
tions effective this week re¬ 
quiring homeowners to pay 
down their mortgages within 
25 years could have an im¬ 
pact on first-time buyers. 

“It’s going to bring some 
people out of the market,” 
Honsberger said, adding the 
effects of that change will 
likely be less extreme here 
than it would be in bigger 
Ganadian cities, where hous¬ 
ing prices are t 3 q)ically much 
higher. 

Despite the rapid growth, 
Honsberger said Halifax is 
not experiencing a housing 
bubble but is instead benefit¬ 
ing from a healthy market. 

“Halifax continues to be 
one of the most consistent, 
steady-growth kinds of areas 
in Ganada,” he said. 


Solar Qty catches a break 



The Solar Gity initiative got a 
temporaiy reprieve from Hah¬ 
fax regional council on Tuesday. 

According to the municipi- 
ity’s chief administrative offi¬ 
cer, Richard Butts, the Federa¬ 
tion of Ganadian Municipahties 
is stiU considering granting a 
requested $5-mihion grant for 
the project. 

“We apphed for a grant 
from FGM which was related 
to the energy component of 
their grants, and they didn’t 


find that fit with their criteria,” 
Butts told coimcil Tuesday after¬ 
noon. “They do find that it fits 
very well with their water-grant 
criteria, and they’U be t^dng 
forward our request for fund¬ 
ing to their coimcil meeting in 
September.” 

Accordingly, council voted 
unanimously to put off the de¬ 
cision on the initiative, which 
aims to finance solar water¬ 
heating panels for residents 
who tack on an extra charge to 


their property bills, imtil Octo¬ 
ber. 

A staff report released Fri¬ 
day recommended killing the 
project for two reasons: With¬ 
out that FGM grant. Solar Gity 
would not be a commercially 
competitive option for resi¬ 
dents, and st^ suggested it 
isn’t even in HRM’s jurisdiction. 

Mayor Peter Kelly balked at 
the suggestion on Sunday, say¬ 
ing coimcil will decide, not sen¬ 
ior staff.

A campaign designed to en¬ 
courage citizens to call police 
if they suspect someone is 
driving under the influence 
is taking its mandate to the 
water as well as the road. 

Mothers Against Drunk 
Driving (MADD) began Cam¬ 
paign 911 in 2007. Among the 
60 impaired-driving charges 
issued on average each month 
in Halifax, roughly a third 
come from citizens tipping off 
police 

This summer, the national 
campaign hopes to expand 
their results and will be post¬ 
ing signs offshore across HRM. 
Halifax police say they will 
also be patrolling the waters 
during the Tall Ships festival 
later this month. 

“Alcohol is a factor in 40 per 
cent of boating deaths,” said 
Susan MacAskill, president 
of MADD’s Atlantic chapter, 
during a press conference at 
Halifax Regional Police head¬ 
quarters on Tuesday morning. 


A survey conducted by 
MADD showed 37 per cent of 
boaters admitted to consum¬ 
ing alcohol before taking to 
the water. 

Awareness of impaired 
driving is crucial in the sum¬ 
mer months because so many 
events and festivals involve 
alcohol, said Chris McNeil, 
HRP’s deputy chief 

Impaired driving “is the 
leading criminal cause of 
death in Canada and these 
deaths are 100 per cent pre¬ 
ventable,” said MacAskill, who 
lost her father to an impaired- 
driving incident almost 19 
years ago. 

Campaign 911 is in full 
throttle in Nova Scotia, with 
roadside signs posted across 
the province. MADD Canada 
also offers tips on its website 
for signs that point to some¬ 
one driving impaired.

Alberta man chained with murder in Lucas killing 



A third person has been 
charged in the murder of a 
Halifax man back in late May. 

Simon Peter Dugas, who 
is originally from Sherwood 
Park in Edmonton but has 
been living in Halifax re¬ 
cently, was arrested without 
incident on Monday at Halifax 
Stanfleld International Air¬ 
port. 

He appeared in court on 
Tuesday charged with first- 
degree murder and attempted 
murder in the death of Corey 
Duane Lucas.

The International Griminal 
Gourt on Tuesday sentenced 
a Gongolese warlord to 14 
years in jail for using child 
soldiers. 

But Thomas Lubanga’s 
partner in crime has yet to be 
brought to justice. 

Lubanga was found guilty 
in March of recruiting, kid¬ 
napping and abusing chil¬ 
dren — sending them to kill 
and be killed during tribal 
fighting in Gongo’s northeast 
Ituri region in 2002-2003. 

Lubanga’s was the first 
guilty judgment passed down 
in the court’s decade-old 
existence. 

But the mustachioed Lu¬ 
banga, who cried when he 
was put on a plane from Gon- 
go to The Hague in 2006, is a 
small player among Gongo’s 
many belligerents. 

Lubanga’s case has 

brought increasing pressure 



for the arrest of his much 
more infamous partner, rene¬ 
gade Gongolese army Gen. 
Bosco Ntaganda. 

The IGG indicted both 
men for war crimes involving 
child soldiers. 

But a 2009 peace deal saw 
Ntaganda wearing the stripes 
of a general as he integrated 
his fighters into the Gongo¬ 
lese army. 

Sensing the end of the 
road this year, the veteran 
warlord took off and now is 
accused of orchestrating a 
new rebellion in April.

Twin Playboy bunnies and an 
animal-rights group tried to 
enlist one of the world’s big¬ 
gest porn stars last year to help 
catch Luka Rocco Magnotta. 

Ron Jeremy said he was 
asked to lure Magnotta, a small¬ 
time Canadian pom actor, to 
LA. with a phoney job offer to 
appear in an X-rated flick.

Too-smart phones? May 
know where you’re going 


Researchers have developed 
an algorithm that can predict 
where you will be in the future 
using data gathered from your 
fnends’ smartphones. 

In the study of 200 people, 
the algorithm was able to pre¬ 
dict the location of some users 
24 hours later within 100 
metres, some as close as 20 
metres. Mirco Musolesi, lead re¬ 
searcher and computer-science 
lecturer at the University of Bir¬ 
mingham, said the algorithm 
is exploiting the synchronized 
rhythm of the city. 

“I know this kind of thing 
looks kind of like Big Brother” 
said Musolesi. 

“There is a problem for pri¬ 
vacy, it is a big problem for these 
kind of services in general.”

the algorithm has a potential 
future in targeted advertising, 
said Musolesi. 

The algorithm predicts 
someone’s movements by com¬ 
paring their data with people in 
their social group. For example, 
if Bob usually goes to the gym 
on Tuesday, but instead does an 
errand, the algorithm will look 
to his friends. Jack and Joe. If 
Jack and Joe are doing their nor¬ 
mal routine, the algorithm will, 
probably correctly, predict Bob 
will continue on to his normal 
routine, following his errand. 

“The mutual information 
between these two patterns is 
veiy high,” said Musolesi. “The 
movement of friends is highly 
co-ordinated, and synchron¬ 
ized.”

Program has 
inmates pedalling to 
produce electricity 
for city promenade 


Brazilian inmate Ronaldo da 
Silva hops on a bicycle and ped¬ 
als furiously, cloclring up sev¬ 
eral kilometres before slowing 
down and jumping off. 

Silva hasn’t gotten far, in 
fact not an inch. He’s still inside 
the medium-security prison 
where he’s serving a five-and-a- 
half-year sentence. 

But he did move a bit closer 
to freedom. Silva is part of an 
innovative program that allows 
inmates at a prison in Brazil’s 


southeastern Minas Gerais state 
to reduce their sentences in ex¬ 
change for generating power to 
help illuminate the town. 

By pedalling the prison’s 
stationary bikes, the inmates 
charge a battery that’s used to 
power 10 street lamps along the 
town’s riverside promenade. 
For every three eight-hour days 
they spend on the bikes, Silva 
and the volimtary program’s 
other participants get one day 
shaved off their sentences. 

It is one of several new pro¬ 
jects being implemented across 
Brazil, including literacy and 
book-reading programs, all 
aimed at thirming out notori¬ 
ously overcrowded prisons and 
cutting down on recidivism by 
helping restore inmates’ sense 


of self-worth. Lambasted by 
critics as too soft on crimin¬ 
als, such initiatives are seen 
by their defenders as effective 
ways of breaking the cycle 
of violence that reigns in the 
coimtry’s penitentiaries. 

“We used to spend all day 
locked up in our cells, only 
seeing the sun for two hours 
a day,” said 38-year-old Silva, 
whose missing front teeth 
speak to a life of hardships and 
privation. “Now we’re out in 


the fresh air, generating elec¬ 
tricity for the town and at the 
same time we’re winning our 
freedom.” Silva has already ped¬ 
alled 20 days from his sentence. 

The two-month-old pro¬ 
gram is the brainchild of the 
town’s judge, Jose Henrique 
Mallmann, who said he got the 
idea from a stoiy he read on the 
Internet about gyms in the U.S. 
where electricity is generated 
by the exercise bikes.

Investors in the company 
have been looking for any hints 
of a timeline for the BlackBerry 
10 laimch, which was pushed 


from later this year into the 
first three months of 2013, mis¬ 
sing the key back-to-school and 
hohday-shopping seasons. 

Barbara Stymiest, the com¬ 
pany’s new chairwoman, de¬ 
fended RIM’s leadership. 

“Part of the dynamics in 
managing any board is manag¬ 
ing smooth transitions, and we 
will continue to do that going 
forward,” she said.

your boat, you just toss it 
overboard. 

There’s a great new book 
by Michael Shermer, the 
editor of the Skeptic maga¬ 
zine, called The Believing 
Brain, which argues we have 
a tendency to form our beliefs 
first and then go out looking 
for the evidence to support 
them, rather than the other 
way around. How else can 

you explain the fact that more people believe in angels (72 per 
cent) than Darwin’s Theory of Evolution (45 per cent), even 
though there is plenty of evidence for evolution (e.g., the en¬ 
tire fossil record) and zero evidence for angels (It’s a Wonder¬ 
ful Life doesn’t count). 

Of course there are exceptions. Like Vancouver, where I 
hve. Vancouver appears to be the sole exception to global 
warming on the entire continent. While everyone else is swel¬ 
tering through the hottest summer on record, the poor down¬ 
trodden, sodden masses of Vancouver have just been through 
the fourth-coldest June on record. It’s been the Vancouver 
version of winter (10 degrees, raining) since last October. 

From where we sit (shivering, cowering), global warm¬ 
ing can only be seen as a cruel hoax. It may have reached an 
all-time record high of 113 F (45 C) in Johnston, S.C., recently, 
but it only reached or exceeded 20 C five times in Vancouver 
throughout all of May and June. I’ve got moss growing on 
the north side of my house. My feet haven’t been warm since 
1989, when I moved to the “Wet Coast.” 

Global warming is a little quirky in spots. 

That doesn’t mean it doesn’t exist. Angered and frustrated 
by the intransigence of climate-change deniers, scientists are 

standing in line to 
point at the latest 
results and say “I told 
you so.” That’s except 
for those scientists 
whose funding has 
been cut by the 
Harper government. 
They’re standing in 
that other line, the 
unemplo 3 mient line. 

I’m guessing 
all this hot air will 
remain an inconven¬ 
ient truth, especially 
for the government 
of Canada, which 
is among the most 
heavily invested in 
denial, thanks to the 
inconvenient truth 
that Alberta’s oilsands 
— which mean bil¬ 
lions to the nation’s 
economy — are the 
poster petroleums of 
climate change. 

Still, when Calgary, Stephen Harper’s own Greatest City 
on Earth, and principal beneficiary of the oilsands, is in the 
middle of a nasty heat wave, you have to wonder if he and his 
oil-baron buddies are getting a little hot under the collar. 

If they’re looking for relief, we in Vancouver will gladly 
take a couple of degrees.

Are you brave enough to 
descend into a Hell Hole? 



Book excerpt. 

Looking for a trip off 
the beaten path? Try 
thumbing through a 
collection of weird 
Ontario sites 


A walk through the forest can 
sometimes be a dangerous 
thing, not necessarily from 
wolves or bears or even deer 
hunters, but from a careless 
step into a hole, especially 
when the hole leads to Hell. 

The limestone ridge along 
the Salmon River north of 
Napanee, Ont. contains some 
of the area’s most unusual 
natural features. There are 
caves, crevices and odd¬ 
looking rock columns. But 
the strangest of the oddities 
are what locals call the “Hell 


Holes.” 

To early settlers unfamil¬ 
iar with geology, these holes 
in the forest floor seemed to 
have no end. While most are 
little larger than foxholes, 
a few are large enough to 
allow a human to squeeze 
through. Those who braved 
the descent found caverns 
that stretched in many direc¬ 
tions. 

Geologists refer to these 
phenomena as “karst” fea¬ 
tures. Karst topography oc¬ 
curs when soft limestone 
layers beneath a hard upper 
layer dissolve in water. This 
weathering causes caves and 
caverns, and the Hell Holes. 

Similar to caves, the holes 
in the forest floor can open 
into large, pitch-black rooms, 
one of which was once large 
enough to hold 20 people (it 
later collapsed). While there 
are other locations in Ontario 



with similar features, the 
ridge by the Salmon River, 
near the village of Roblindale, 
offers the greatest concentra¬ 
tion of these cavities. Most 
are located in the privately 
run Hell Holes Park. Here, a 
self-guided trail, a little over 
three kilometers long, leads 


not only to the strange holes, 
but also over natural rock 
bridges, through eerie can¬ 
yons lined with layered cliffs 
and columns, and then to the 
Devil’s Horses’ Stable hole, 

7.5 metres deep and 2.5 by 

3.5 metres square. A ladder 
leads to those depths. 

Hell Holes Park is located 
on Centreville Road about 5.5 
kilometres east of Highway 
41, and 10.7 kilometres north 
of Highway 401 (Exit 579). 
Snacks, gifts and, of course, 
flashlights are available in 
the log cabin shop. It is said 
that one visitor even took 
his wedding vows in the Hell 
Holes. The duration of this 
marriage is not known.

From a corporate-branding 
standpoint, it likely makes 
sense to create a familiar 
“family” look between prod¬ 
ucts. 

Most automakers do it at 
the front end with the grille, 
bumper and the headlights.

Many would argue that 
the Volkswagen CC was 
unique and special enough to

The delightfully delicate 
nosepiece hood and head¬ 
lights attached to all previ¬ 
ous models, beginning with 
the 2009 model year version, 
were unquestionably more 
appealing than the just-re- 
leased 2013 edition. Having 


said that, the CC is still good 
looking, only now it has more 
in common with the conserv¬ 
atively shaped Passat sedan.

A “scan” of the Aspen’s 
computer system by a dealer- 
certified mechanic can help 
ensure no computer-related 
problems are hiding. Check 
for smooth shifting, a steady 
idle, and even, hesitation-free 
acceleration at both moderate 
and full throttle. 

A problem with the fuel- 
filler system may cause gas to 
spew out while filling up.
